New York, Jan. 31 UP)—A giant 


airliner, gashed open by a small 
private plane in a collision 4,000 
feet in the air, made a safe emer- 
gency landing yesterday with its 
load of 33 persons uninjured. 


The two men in the private 


plane wore killed, and parts of one 
body and pieces of their.shattered 
cratt showered down on Long Is- 
land. 
; 
The engine and front part of the 


private plane, the body of one. oil 
its occupants und;part of the body, 
of the other were imbedded in a 
jagged hole in the top of the four- 
cngined Pan American World Air- 
ways Constellation. 


The planes crashed over Port 


Washington, N. Y., and Captain 
George Knuth skillfully, landed the 
battered Constellation at Milchel 
Field, about ten mi)us awuy, 


The collision occurred a 
few 


minutes after the airliner, "Mon- 
arch of the Skies," hud left La 
Guardla Field for London at 4:17 
p.m. (E.S.T.) carrying 23 passen- 
gers and ton crew members. 


Most of I he passengers left for 


London on other planes early to- 
day. 


The dead are Arthur Butting, 


57, pilot, of Portland, Conn., and 
his passenger, Eugene Kowalczky, 
35, of Midclletown, Conn. 


Those aboard the airliner es- 
cape by a stroke of luck when a 
hole 15 feet long and live feet wide 
was gouged out of the lop of the 
fusejagc. The front of the small 
Cessna 140-plane was imbedded 
just to the'rear of the Constella- 
tion's flight cleclf in a space de- 
voted to the galley and to some 
made-up berths. 
There were no 


passengers or crew at the spot 
when the planes collided.

the small plane "flew into the 
top" of the Constellation. It was 
daylight and the weather was 
clear.

Two tires of the big plane's 
wheels burst when it landed at 
Mitchel Field, an air force base.

Meat Consumers Benefit 
Only in Part., Is Report 


Chicago, Jan. 31 (/P)—Meat con- 


sumers "have only benefited in 
part from much lower livestock 
price's" in recent months, reports 
a livestock marketing analyst. 


H. M. Conway, in an article in 


the National Live Stock Producer, 
an industry trade .paper, said 
"with current retail prices of meat 
about-the-same as a year ago, it is 
quite evident.consumers have only 
benefited in part from much lower 
livestock prices." 


"Both 
wholesale 
and 
retail 


values have lagged greatly in get- 
ting down from lasti summer's 
peak. This delay.' especially at re- 
tail, has greatly retarded 'the 
movement of: meat: into consump- 
tive channels and has held con- 
sumer costs at a relatively high 
level as compared with the avail- 
able suDDly for consumption."

grades, for high school graduates. 
The result will be a need for fur- 
ther building facilities. Increas- 
ing emphasis is being given to the 
area ot physical education, prob- 
ably resulting from the health ex- 
aminations, 
both 
physical 
and 


mental, given Our men and women 
who served their country during 
World War 2. Furthermore, all 
our young people are now subject 
to universal military service and 
it seems to be the function of the 
school to prepare them, both phy- 
sically and mentally, for the job 
ahead. 


In the field of adult education 


there is an immediate demand for 
expanded program which will in- 


clude not only courses in regular 
academic 
subjects 
but 
courses 


which train adults for leisure time 
activities. In Kingston the adult 
education program is a very im- 
portant phase ot the educational 
system, and careful consideration 
must be given to its needs. 
New' instructional techniques 


are being used. The results at- 
tained in the army and navy 
training programs have proven, 
beyond any doubt, the value of 
visual 
education. 
Our 
schools 


must be supplied with rooms and 
equipment to make this visual 
education program effective and 
succesCul. Every school building 
should have one or more rooms 
assigned entirely to this program, 
and in the high school building 
probably nt'least three (3) rooms 
will be needed for these classes. 


When planning for. new school 


buildings a most important re- 
quirement is adequate playground 
area. The area to serve the needs 
of the children should be located 
adjacent to the school building 
and should be easily accessible to 
the elementary classrooms. 
The 


minimum area, for physical educa- 
tion and recreation for a 300 pupil' 
school, exclusive of the building 
area, lawn, parking areas, etc., 
should be not less than three (3) 
acres, with one-half acre added 
£or each additional 100 pupils. 
The kindergarten children should 
have a section of the elementary 
area' of not less than 5,000 square 
feet set aside for their exclusive 
use.In the June 1944 report atten- 
tion was called to the need for 
modern kindergarten rooms with 
modern equipment in every ele- 
mentary 
school building. Each 


elementary school in Kingston, 
with the exception of School No. 
11, now has an organized kinder- 
| gar ten, but the rooms, are inade- 
1 quate in size and do not meet the 
minimum requirements for kinder- 
gartens, such as apparatus and 
equipment space, toilet facilities 
for kindergarten children, wash- 
rooms, rest room, storage space, 
etc.Furthermore, nol; one of the 
elementary schools nor the Myron 
J. Michael School provides facili- 
ties for teaching how to use sim- 
ple tools, instruction in handcrafts 
or instruction in domestic arts.
